Associated Press that, in her opin­ 
ion, the Burmans are not yet ready 
for complete home rule. Her Maj­ 
esty is now sixty-three years old 
and is living in seclusion in Ran­ 
goon. This was the first press in­ 
terview she has granted since 1917. 
When asked for her opinion on j 
the 
political 
question in 
Burma, j 
Queen Supayalat replied: 
"The Burmans are not yet ready ! 
for complete home rule. They a re ; 
divided among 
themselves, 
and I 
need a strong government to hold j 
them together. They say they are j 
united, but it is only a unity of I 
words. I hope that some day there 
will be a real unity of the Bur­ 
mese people." 
Her Majesty spoke of her deep 
affection for America, and of her 
high regard for the American citi­ 
zens with whom she had come in 
contact. She said that while she 
was exiled 
in 
India, 
American 
friends had offered to take her to 
the United States, and when she 
wras returning to Burma in 1917, 
an American missionary had made! 
arrangements for her comfort on> 
the journey. 
Supaylat was the wife and '•hiof! 
adviser of King Thibaw, the last 
Burmese ruler. Mandalay was then 
the national capital.. Thibaw was 
not a strong ruler and 
allowed \ 
most of the affairs of state to fall 
into the hands of his wife* Que< u 
Supayalat was largely responsible 
for the repeated atrocities which 
brought on British intervention and 
the end of Burmese rule. The Bur-1, 
mese were dissatisfied under a bys-* 
tem of heavy taxation, and rebelled 
in several parts of the kingdom- 
In 1886, after railing to obtain re­ 
dress for alleged wrongs, the Brit­ 
ish inaugurated the third Anglo- j 


Burmese war by sending an army 
to occupy Mandalay. 
Upon the approach of this armed 
force Thibaw and Supayalat fled. 
They were soon overtaken however, 
and were exiled to th*’ 
western 
coast of Indian, where Thibaw died 
.in 1817. After her husband death, 
Queen Supayalat was allowed to re- 
I turn to her own country and is 
now living in retirement in Ran­ 
goon with one of her daughters. 
The ex-queen now clothes herself 
in simple white cotton, after the 
manner of Indian women. She is 
active and energetic for1 her age, 
displays a keen sense of humor, and 
consumes daily a large number of 
imported cigars.
